“The $22 a month would be provided 
for the unmarried widow of any de- 
ceased World War veteran, if she had 
been married to him Prior to July 2, 
1931, or by whom she had a child born 
alive, together with $6 a month for 
each such child less than 16 years of 
age, or up to 21 years old if attending 
an accredited school, or if permanently 
incapable of self-support by reason of 
mental or physical defect, 

“Tn supporting this legislation, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States is simply asking Congress to fol- 
low an established precedent under 
which widows and orphans of veterans 
of previous wars in this ‘country have 
been similarly aided”. 

The great majority of those who 
would be eligible to Government aid 
under this legislation are pathetic vic- 
tims of conditions and circumstances 
over which they have no control, 
Commander Hayhurst stated. “Among 
all those for whom the Federal Govern- 
ment has a definite responsibility, the

Tells Views 


In City Race 





Leon R. Hess, candidate for the 
Board of Education, 708 San Carlos 
Avenue, declares that only the highest 
type of public service should be al- 
lowed in a city’s educational system. 

“Interest in school board elections 
varies from one of apathy to one of 
intense bitterness’ says Hess, “But 
whatever the issues I deem it funda- 
mental that the thoughtful voter is con- 
vinced that the administration of our 
schools should be in capable hands, It 
is the duty of each voter to see that 
such obligation is rightfully placed”, 

Hess, in a statement of his Policies, 
adds: “The individual who is raised to 
the post of school administrator must 
primarily have the confidence and cer- 
tainty that he has the character and 
ability to act judiciously on all matters 
which may come before him. The pur- 
pose of our school system is not for 
edifying the Board of Education or 
teachers. That system exists solely for 
the interests of the school child and all 
housing, educational, playground and 
athletic programs should be directed 
with that thought in mind”, 


Of broad educational background, 
Hess attended Stanford University and 
was a graduate from Purdue University 
in 1917. .A veteran of the world war, 
serving one year in the A. E. F. as lieu- 
tenant in the sanitary corps, Hess is a 
chemist by profession and for several 
years has been employed as petroleum 
technologist. He is a member of the 
Albany Acacia Club, has resided here 
for over seven years, 

“Should I be elected I am prepared 
to work and cooperate to the fullest 
extent so that the schools of Albany 
be maintained on @ high educational 
level”, he states,

Crime Talk 


Speaking on “Law Enforcement” last 
night at Albany Baptist Church, Lloyd 
G. Jester, former Federal, State and 
County peace officer, declared that ed- 
ucation of young people in crime pre- 
vention work is the most important 
civic responsibility of the present day. 

“Why fill jails with narcotic addicts 
when education of young people as to 
dangers of this evil will save misery 
for individuals and money for taxpay- 
ers?” asked Jester, who served several 
years as narcotic inspector in the Oak- 
land district. “Records show that only 
two out of every 25 persons discharged 
from state hospitals after tréatment for 
the drug habit stay ‘clean’. The others, 
faced with costly purchase of drugs, 
turn to criminal methods to obtain 
money and we find our jails and peni- 
tentiaries filled with these men and wo- 
men.” 








Speaking from experience as a mem- 
ber of the homicide detail of the Ala- 
meda County Attorney’s office, Jester 
deplored the menace of the drunken 
driver on the highway. 


“Gasoline and liquor don’t mix— 
that’s an oft-repeated expression but it 
can’t be used too many times”, said 
Jester, who spoke at the invitation of 
Victor A. McKee, pastor of the Albany 
Baptist Church. “TI should like to cau- 
tion parents to know where their child- 
ren are going when they leave home 
nights and to make certain that appar- 
ently harmless activities may not lead 
to trouble and suffering. This is a re- 
sponsibility parents must take in co-ope- 
rating with law enforcement officials in 
the important work of crime prevention. 
Thoughtless acts of young people 
many times lead to serious situations 
for which they suffer all of their lives. 
The chief aim of modern law enforce- 
ment is not to fill jails with criminals 
but to keep young people out of them”.

It is common knowledge that until two years ago, Albany 
was known as “the political hot-bed of the East Bay.” Un- 
til two years ago, the City Administration was forever boil- 
ing with factional disputes, one side forever opposing an- 
other. Seldom, no matter how important an issue may 
have been for the good of the City, was there evidenced a 
willingness among officials to agree.
